Despite the violent blaze, "it was like 
(hey were all having the same dream.

he sold. 

The 17-year-old boy — who has a 
delinquency record — roused them and 
singlehondedly carried them outside. 

He saved a dozen children ages 4 to 13 
and (heir (wo adult babysitters, both in 
their 70s. 


It wasn't until hours later that he real- 
ized what he had done. "1 got scared 
then," he said. 

Hines said he was riding his bicycle 
home from o grocery store Saturday 
night wbeo he spotted flames from the 
house’s chimn^. « 

He called info the house but got no an- 
swer. 

The door wos unlocked so he went in- 
side, where bis attention was drawn to 
the ceiling. 

"Flames were moving across (ike 
waves on the ocean," he said Tuesday. 
"Stuff was melting. It was like a marsh- 
mallow.” 

One 9-ycar-oId boy died in the house. 


and when authorities removed the body 
Hines said he hod to turn away. 

“] didn’t sleep that night. I was think- 
ing about the boy," Hines said. 

Authorities said the fire started nor o 
wood-burning stove. 

At Pine Bluff High School, where 
Hines is a sophomore, Principal Andrew 
Tolbert wonted to recognize him at o 
school assembly Mondoy. 

However, Hines cut school Monday 
ond Tolbert couldn't find h.im at his 
home. - 

“His ottendonce has not bebn consis- 
tent, at best,’’ Tolbert said, adding the 
boy's truancy shouldn’t overshadow his 
heroism.

Teachers 
fire back

TWIN FALLS - Teachers at the only 
local "Blue Ribbon" school defended (heir 
programs Wednesday against unproven al- 
legations leveled by Rep. Ron Black, R- 
Twin Falls. 

Black hod speculated in two separate 
newspaper interviews on Monday and 
Tuesday that Morningside Elementary 
School’s high student test scores were 
“questionable" because some students 
were improperly withheld from testing. 

"It’s heart breaking," said Marilyn Falk, 
a fiflh-gmde teacher. “It’s a slam to us be- 
cause we work hord 
with our kid.s.’’ 

Morningside’s 
scores from last 


fall’s Iowa Tests of 
Basic Skills were ' 
generally (he high- 
est in the Twin Falls 
School District. 

And occording to 
statistics released 
by the school dis- 
trict Wednesdoy,

from (he tests than Morningside did. 

State and district guidelines allow 
schools to withhold some low-performing 
students’ test scores from schoolwide tal- 
lies if the students haven’t been in on En- 
glish-speaking environment long enough, 
or if the students spend 50 percent or more' 
of their class time in special education out- 
side regular classrooms. 

Block, chairman of the House Education 
Committee, said this week that three vot- 
ers had called him complaining (hat some 
Morningside students were prevented front 
taking the standardized test because they 
were Tow-performers. 

In fact, IS Morningside students’ scores 
were omitted from final tallies, according 
to district statistics. 

The percentages of students in each 
Twin Falls elementary school whose 
scores were not tallied were; 

• Sawtooth- 1.8 percent. 

• Bickcl - 2.3 percent. 

• Oregon Trail -2.5 percent. 

• Harrison - 2.6 percent. 

• Morningside - 4,5 percent, 

• Perrine - 5.2 percent. 

• Lincoln - 5.5 percent. 

Sawtooth has the smallest percentage of 
students who can be exempted from the 
test, said district testing specialist Larry 
Wotson. 

On Wednesday, Black amended his 
commenu to say that he was merely re- 
peating allegations he had heard and not 
making judgments.

Tension headache? ‘Just relax,’ says neurosurgeon

BALTIMORE — Doctors may soon tell 
patients who complain of tension 
headaches: “Take two massages and call 
me in the morning.” 

A study suggests tension headaches start 
with previously undiscovered tissues that 
link the brain with upper neck muscles. 

If that’s right, prescriptions to relax 
tense neck muscles .could challenge (he* 
$2.2 billion headache remedy tnoikcL 

"This may help get at the problem cither 
with difTcrent pharmaceutics treatment or 
hopefully no pharmaceutical treatment — 


massage, rcloxation therapy, or an icc 
pack,” soid Dr. Walker L. Robinson, a 
neurosurgeon at the University of Mary- 
land Medical Center and one of three doc- 
tors who conducted the study. 

Most ovcr-thc-countcr pain relievers 
such as ospirin, ibuprofen and acc- 
tominophen don’t siop'what's actually 
causing the pain; they just make it cosier to 
ignore. 

In a report delivered to a conference of 
neurosurgeons in Phoenix, the doctors said 
studies on 25 cadavers suggest that when 
neck muscles contract, they pull on the 
newly discovered connective (issue. 


That tissue, in turn, pulls on the highly 
sensitive dura mater, a thin membrane that 
covers the brain ond spinal cord. Strained 
nerves in the dura mater appear to Cause 
the headache, they said. 

In other words, a tight neck yonks, oh on 
area ofthe head that’s full of nerves. 

Robinson said that when he has hod to 
sever the tissue during surgery, unex- 
plained tension headaches disap^ar. But 
he doesn't recommend using a scalpel to 
cure a headache. 

Some patients have much more serious 
problems, cautioned Dr. Keith Campbell, a 
neurologist at (he Mayo Clinic in Min-

ncapolis and a board member of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Study of 
Headache. 

“People can become incapacitated,’-’ 
Campbell said. “A few patients are unable 
to hold a job because they arc constantly in ' 
pain.” 

Althou^ there ore at least two beadiiche 
research associations, some doctors don’t, 
even believe tension headaches exist ; . 

Campbell said he thinks “tension-type’-' 
headaches are really misdiagnosed mi- 
^ines, which most researchers agree ore 
caused by contracting blood vessels in (he 
head.

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Study links genes, llodgkin’s disease 

BOSTON — Docs Hodgkin’s disease runs io families because peo- 
ple share genes or because they share living conditions? A new study 
suggests it’s the genes. 

These researchers attempted to answer the question by sludyihg 
twins, who serve as a kind of natural genetics experiment. They 
looked at 432 sete in which at least one person had Hodgkin’s disease. 

Half of the pairs studied were identical twins, whose genes arc ail 
the s^e. Half were fraternal twins, who share ^If of their genes. In 
1 0 pairs, both twins got Hodgkin's disease. All of these were identical 
twins. 

This suggests that a genetic susceptibility plays an important role. 

If something in the twins’ upbringing had been involved, then the dis- 
ease would have been equally common in fraternal and identical 
_j»jrs. 

Tiiench fever surfaces in some homeless 

BOSTON — Trench fever, a scourge of soldiers in both world 
wars, has reappeared among homeless alcoholics. 

The illness is spread by lice and was especially common dunng 
■ world' War I, when more than 1 million soldiers caught it. The dis- 
ease IS rare except in wartime, although in recent years it has been 
found m AIDS patients. 

Now, doctors in boih the United Slates and France have discovered 
the disease In alcoholic men living on the streets. No one knows 
whether it is a new affliction of cities or one that has been there unno- 
ticed all along. 

GOP tackles foreign, defense policy 

WASHINGTON — House Republicans pushed ahead Wednesday 
with legislation to put their stamp on foreign and defense policy, 
brushing aside President Clinton’s complaint that their effort “repre- 
sents an assault on the authority of the president.” 

As debate started in the House, Speaker Newt Gingrich told a news 
conference that “having watched this administration, we disagree 
deeply with the way they would risk American lives around the plan- 
et” 

Gingrich singled out what he called the administration’s ‘Willing- 
ness to rely on the United Nations instead of the United States.” 

“This bill represents an assault on the authority of the president as 
commander in chief," Clinton told Gingrich in a lettv dated Tuesday. 

The president never used the word ’N’cto” but made it clear that was 
a likely outcome. 

Report: Anti-Semitic acts rise 10% 

WASHINGTON — Anti-Semitic acts rose 10.6 percent in the 
United States last year, surpassing 2,000 for the first time with a dou- 
bling in attacks by neo-Nazi skinheads, the Anti-Defamation League 
says. 

Reported incidents of assaults, threats and personal harassment of 
Jews rose to 1,197 from 1,079 in 1993, the league said in a survey 
released Wednesday. 

The survey reported 869 acts of anti-Semitic vandalism, the first 
increase since 1991, and a rise in luson crimes. There were 25 arsons 
and lO'attempis in 19S>4, compared with one arson and two ottempts 
the year before. 

Eighteen Jewish cemeteries were desecrated, down from 25 in 
1993. 

The ADL, a civil rights group that fights anti-Semitism, reported a 
total 2,066 incidents last year, the highest in the survey’s 16-year his- 
tory. There were 1,867 anti-Semitic incidents in 1993. The highest 
number previously was 1.879 in 1991; in 1992 the total was 1,730.

‘Hear no evil’ child-abuse 
reforms could hurt kids 

or malicious complaints. Some of his 
-ptoposals._such_as.punishing-pcoplc_ 
who maliciously make false accusa- 
tions, seem sensible. Others, such as 
banning investigation of anonymous 
lips, could be worse than the problem 
he’s trying to fix. 

Basically, Ipscn and other lawmak- 
ers are frustrated with a system that 
sometimes seems callous, inscrutable 
and unaccountable. Sen. Cecil Ingram 
of Boise said, “1 have received 
dozens and dozens of letters from 
people complaining about treatment 
they’ve received from Health and 
Welfare and the courts.” 

He went on; ‘M’m sick of getting 
those letters where 1 can’t help. 
Something needs to be done.” 

Fair enough. But is shutting ofT the 
flow of information to Health and 
Welfare the right "something” to do? 
In our view, it’s not. Cutting off 
anonymous tips - or doing anything 
else to discourage the honest report- 
ing of suspected abuse - could put 
children at risk. 

A wiser approach would be to mon- 
itor how Health and Welfare’s han- 
dles those abuse reports after they ar- 
rive. Rather than sending citizens a 
message that the state doesn’t want to 
hear about child abuse, Ipsen’s com- 
mittee should focus on making the 
agency accountable. 


Imagine you’re a social worker for 
-thc-xtatc.-4magine-you-get-a-phonc- 
call. 

The caller says her neighbors abuse 
their kids. She gives you the neigh- 
bors' names and addresses, along 
with vivid details, But when you ask 
the caller for her name, she freezes. 

"I don’t want these people mad at 
me.” Click. 

What would you do if you were 
that social worker? You’d want to 
find out whether these kids were real- 
ly being abused, wouldn’t you? 

Under legislation being considered 
by Idaho lawmakers, you couldn’t. 
Idaho’s Department of Health and 
Welfare would be banned from inves- 
tigating anonymous tips. 

So those children - maybe the vic- 
tims of abuse, maybe not - would be 
on their own. 

Idaho lawmakers arc concerned 
about how the Health and Welfare 
handles child-abuse cases. They're 
concerned about people being wrongly 
accused. They're right to be worried. 

But in trying to correct perceived 
problems, they should be sure they 
don’t leave children unprotected from 
abusers. 

Sen. Grunt Ipscn of Boise, who 
cltairs the Senate committee responsi- 
ble for child-welfare laws, is leading 
the push to protect people from false

Keeping future in check

By the time today’.s'2-year-olds enter the 
work force, baby boomers like me may not 
recognize the place. 

That's why I hesitate to dream specific 
dreams for my son. Beyond the character 
(mils all parents need to instill in their chil- 
dren. I have a hard time visualizing what 1 
want him lo he. much less what he actually 
could be. 

1 found some help recently in "Being Dig- 
ital." just published by Alfred A. Knopf 
The author is Nicholas Negropontc, founder 
of MIT's renowned Media Lab- 
ile describes himself as a dyslexic who 
hales 10 read, bui he wriies so engagingly 
about the’changes ovenaking society that 
even a bit-resistant communieaiions-conser- 
vativc like me can get excited about joining 
the revolution. 

Bits, for those of you as unenlightened 
as 1 was. are the building blocks of com- 
puter inrormation, just as all matter is 
built from atoms. The differences be- 
tween bits and atoms wi|l have huge ram- 
ifications as the infurmatinn revolution 
progresses. 

I'or instance, look what happens at inter- 
national borders. If you are c.irrying infor- 
mation in booLs or videotapes.' you must de- 
clare them at ciisioms, 

Bui think whai would happen if you trans- 
mitted that ^ame information as bits: No 
customs agent would touch it. What does ' 
this mean for trade policy, for law enforce- 
ment or even for our concept ofnalions and 
comimmities? - 

Negropontc tells us iliat. sooner than we 
think, we will become accustomed to the 
switch from atoms to bits. 

Our TV sets, which are among the 
"dumbest" appliances we use each day, 
willjie transformed into machines that 
can interact intelligently with other ma- 
chines and even with people, instead of 
simply receiving what is transmitted to 
ihem. 

That's one of many transfonnalions in the 
way we will live, think and work. But Ne-

groponte has convinced me it’s o future to 
welcome, not resist. He even assures us that 
there is no reason (he information revolution 
cannot be as u.scr-friendly as n cuddly teddy 
bear, 

Now that computing power has become so 
much less expensive, only our imagination 
will keep computers from becoming as easy 
to work with a.s a well-troined secretary or a 
discreet butler. 

VCRs won't be a my.stcry, and makers of 
telephones will enable us to reath people 
with ease, rather than simply offering us 
quicker ways lo dial. 

How will this future transform our ca- 
reers. our callings? One answer can be seen 
in the sojourn of Diana Dabby, a pianist who 
as a child was precocious enough to solo 
with a symphony orchestra. She went on to a 
career as a recitalist, composer and teacher 
in New York, but a vision of the future drew 
her back to school. 

Now a graduate student in electrical engi- 
neering at MIT. she is expanding the bound- 
aries of music in a way few people could 
have imagined before. 

A recent issue of Science News de- 
scribed how she created a fresh approach to 
familiar classical refrains by using the 
Lorenz attractor, a computer image resem- 
bling a stylized butterfly and based on a set 
of equations describing airflows in the at- 
mosphere. 

The delicate beauty of the image in- 
spired Dabby to use the progression of its' 
equations to expand on a theme familiar 
to every pianist. Bach’s Prelude in C from 
the first book of The Well-Tempered 
Clavier. 

The result, which she demonstrated 
last June to a meeting of the Acoustical 
Music Society of America, was a series 
of variations thafmay initially seem ran- 
dom but are. to the ear. surprisingly mu- . 
sical. • • 

The Lorenz variations represent only one 
ofher attempts to create a new kind of mu- 
sic. Some musicians resist the role of the 
computer in her work. 

But many oiljcrs are struck by the ways in 
which her music enables them to hear famil- 
iar pieces in a new way, .or to find endlessly 
intriguing strains to follow in an original 
composition. 

When Dabby was practicing her scales 
back in the ’50s, I doubt her parents would 
have imagined where a vocation in music . 
would take her. 

I don’t know where his dreams will take 
• my son in future years. But 1 won’t mind at 
all if he surprises me.

1 think in this cose 
Charles was doing his routine, and that's 
pan comedian - the some os Bill)' Crystal or 
Bill Cosby." So. in addition to being an out- 
standing basketball player, Barkley’s "jok- * 
ing” remarks cun be excused because he is 
an amatcur comedian, is that it? 

' Barkley also .said to a Japane.se journalist, 
"By the way. did I tell you I hate Asians?" 
The reporter laughed. But Barkley wasn't 



through. He manoged to convey.his "hnircd” 
to a reporter of Polish descent ond even lam- 
bailed a black reporter whose skin was 
lighter than his: “You know, I hate light- 
skinned black people, loo.” 

Is Barkley on equal opportunity bigot? Of 
course not. He was having fun and tweaking 
reporters he knows. 

But why did he largely get a free pass j^oI 
only from the NBA commissioner but from 
much of the media when thc;^ learned they 
couldn’t fan the small flame into a bonfire? 

There seems to be a double standard in 
speech, as there is for most everything these 
days, from capital punishment to Capitol 
ethics. 

It isn't the content of a racial slur that of- 
fends. nor is it always the intent.

Jimmy was pulled from his CBS 
broadcast job. 

Yes, Campanis and Jimmy were serious, 
while, we're assured, Barkley is auditioning 
for a post-basketball career on The Comedy 
Channel. 

And so Charles Barkley plays on. And so 
he should. Wc have finally found one person 
who stands up to the thought police and 
Maces them. 

Maybe ho should run for governor of Al- 
abama, as he's said he might do. Wouldn't 
that keep the press and the selective en- 
forcers of the First Amendment busy?

His ad- 
vances in extraction of essential oils resulted 
in a new way of packing dill pickles; local 
old-timers will remcml^ the fie|ds of dill 
and his dill oil factory west of Kimberly. 

Ernie developed a process of hydrogenation 
which led lo the making of substances like Crisco 
from vegetable oils. He oIm was an expert in 
making fragrances (h» called them odors) for use 
in bar soaps manufactuied by major corporaliofis. 
Coast Dc^rant Soap uses one of his fiagranccs.

Enola Gay saved lives, period 


■ During the recent debate regarding 
the display of the Enola Gay in the 
Sntich^nian and the dropping of the 
atomic bomb on Japan, no one bothered 
(6 point out that the Japanese Cabinet 
Tfot met on Aug. 9, 1945, to decide 
whether to accept the Allied terms for 
sunendcr was locked in stalemate. 

Aflcr two atomic bombs were 
dropped on Japan and more than 
100.000 Japanese killed at Hiroshima 
and Naga.saki, those wishing to contin- 
ue to fight matched those who were 
ready to accept surrender. 

Japanese Premier Suzuki and Foreign 
Minuter Togo reported to the emperor 
that a decision favorable to a termina- 
tion of the w-ar could not be exp^ed 
frotn either the Supreme Council or the 
cabinet. Naval Chief ofSlafTToyoda 
iasist^ that he did not believe Japan 
would be “positively defeated.” 

For the first time in Ji^jancsc history, 
the entperor himself rose to break a 
political stalemate ohd directed his 
Cabinet to end the war to stop the suf- 
fering of his people. 

As laic 05 July 30, Japan hod ofiicial* 
ly responded to the Potsdam 
Proclamation with silence. Even afier 
two bombs were dropped on Japan. 
Amty Chief of Staff Umezu argued that 
iillhough ultimate victory was not cer- 
tain. the army was capable of one inore 
campaign. "We will be able to inflict 
extremely heavy danuge on (an invad- 
ing) enemy," he argued. 

Japan mi^ have been near defeat, but 
not iKdr suimhder. How can tmyone 
with confidenee that the oiomk bombs'' 
wen: not needed to help end the war? 

Just six months oAcr Pearl Harbor, still- 
ing with Midway, the United Stats 
achieved on uiwoken soksofmilitaty- - 
Victoria against J^m Bcginntng in April 
1944, the J:^nne» leodenhip saw evoy 
rnajor JapatKse city burned to the ground 


that was just as catastrophic os the alonuc 
bombi^ ofHiiodumaand No^isoki. 

Yet for 16 months, Ji^ refused to 
accept the Allied surrender terms. The 
single incendiary attack on Tokyo on 
March 10, 1945, killed 100,000 
Japanese - 20,000 more than were 
killed at Hiro^ima. Mote than 300,000 
Japanese. were killed thiou^ strategic 
bombing in the 12 months oefore (he 
wvo atomic bombs. But the Japanese 
leadership continued (he war. 

"Altering the U.S. policy of uncondi- 
lional surrender was, in fact, considered 
before the bomb was successfully tested 
in New Mexico in bte July 1945. On 
July 2. Secretary ofState James Byrnes 
and predecessor Cordell Hull vetoed a 
State Department draft tjiat indicated 
the Impolol Institution in Japaii could 
stay after the war. They fearra it looked 
like appeosemenL 

Fa^ with even only 46,000 
American deaths in a fall 1945 invasion 
of the Japanese homeland, mi^ an 
alicriiiion Of the U.S. surrctxkr policy 
have occurred to avoid a protracted war? 

Perhaps yes, and this is about the 
most conspiratorial one can get and 
remain cr^iblc: The bomb made

unnecessary any interest in altering the 
U.S. unconditional surrender policy for 
at least the month of August 1945. 

The bomb provided a means for 
obtaining the emotional and mlitical 
goal ofuiKondilional surroiw. 
Continuing another mont^ and using 
all available means to achieve the opti- 
mal political objective is not illogicd or 
immoral wartime policy. 

What is truly impressive is thot the 
American leadoshtp actually debated 
whether or not to use the bombs at all. It 
is simply not usual for a nation to hold a 
Cabinet-level debate on the ethics of 
employing a certain killing device in the 
midst of a total war. It is to the credit of 
these leaders that they debated the issue 
in the first place. 

Critics offruman’s decision misunda- 
stand both the politica] atmosphere at the 
timeond cono^ ofeducs in wartine. Is 
thm a pleasant way to loll someone? 

Did the 300,000 who died through 
fircbombing appreciate being bum^ 
alive rather tfm irtcinerated through 
nuclear bat? Did soldiers fighting hand 
to hoitd hold discussions in advarix to 
determine the absolute minimum 
amount of violence necessary to perpe- 
trate on theenem:^ to achieve the politi- 
cal or straiegie objective ofihe day? 

If the Jopattese were close to surren- 
dermginJuly 1945, save for one major < 
eoodition, why didn’t they bother to 
inform the Allies? It is the responsibility 
ofdie defeated to protect their citizens 
and accept defeat; it wasn't the Allies' 
re^xxisiMiy to seoood-guess the mini- 
mum amount offoroe necessary to 
ochieve various surrender possibilities.

By Sept. 3, oliTiost a month after 
Japan sunendcicd, the Soviets had 
reached, by force, the northern main 
island of Hokkaido. Yet at Yalta the 
parties hod agreed that the Kuriles 
would be surrendered to the Americans 
and handed to the Soviets in compensa- 
tion for entering the war against Japan. 

Hod the United States not hit Jo^ 
with two atomic bombs, which so 
shook the Japanese Cabinet that, fomi- 
rutely, the premier moved to take the 
issue directly to the emperor, Japan 
would have been divide at Hokkaido. 
TIk bombs prevented "North" and 
“&uih" Jopw and a completely 
Communist Korea. Dcroite the boinltii, 
northern Korea suffereo the fate of 
Soviet nulitoty ambition. 

The "one million saved lives" figure 
often cited os justification to use the 
atomic bomb may be historically inac- 
curate, but so what? 

Did the bomb save lives: absolutely 
yes. Perhaps many more Ji^ionese lives 
m paiticuw were saved than would 
have been the cose hod the army and 
naval chiefs pemaded the emperor to 
allow one lost campaign against an 
invading American force. Inasmuch os 
the war ended on Aug. 15. 1945,and 
the use of the atomic bombs was specif- 
ically mentioned in the Supteme 
Council ddnie on Aug. 9, 1945, on 
whether to accept the Potsdam 
Proclarnation, and by the eitiperOT him- 
self in his surrender address to his peo- 
ple. it is historically accurate to stole 
that the two atomic bombs helped has- 
ten this terrible war’s end-period. And 
that was unambiguously good.

How could such a thing happen? 
Obviously, it happens bemuse Fish 
and Gome is not required to report its 
activities to the public. It reports only 
-to the-govemorforita actions, -and he — 
is too busy to property oversee its 
activities. This is due to the existing 
Fish and Gome organizational struc- 
ture (the governor oppoints the Fish 
and Game commissioners, who in 
turn appoint the director). As a result, 
the puUic (fishetmen, hunters, etc.) is 
"left out in the dork" regoniing Fish 
and Game activities. AIro, top-level 
Fish and Gome' management is too 
politically miented. 

What can we do to correct this sit- 
uation? As a Stoner, I suggest the 
Fish and Game commissioner posi- 
tions be changed from oppointed to 
■ elected. For tlic time being, the 
director could be retained in on 
appointed position. 

Under the new pnq>osed organiza- 
tional setup, the commissioners would 
rcpoiT and be diieinly les^nsible to 
Idaho ^)Oft$men for all Fish and 
Game activities. They would then be 
much mote resportsive to comments 
and suggestions from the public. 

1 also strongly recommend a 
mandatory annual audit be per- 
formed on all Fish and Gome activi- 
ties, and these audits should be pub- 
4j^ed in major Idaho newspapers. 
After all, since Idaho sportsmen pro- 
vide Fish and Gome with most of its 
operating funds (S50 million annual 
budget), we the public should cer- 
tainly know just how it is spending 
our money! 

As a final comment, 1 noticed a 
Fish and Game article in the Twin 
Falls Times-Newa on Feb. 6 which 
stated the following os a recent poll; 
"Idaho says Fish and Came is OK.” 

I wonder if "Idaho” would still say 
"Fish and Game is OK" if it hod 
known about the unscrupulous tac- 
tics used by Fish and Game to 
acquire private property as outlined 


a different moiuier; i.e., computer 
networks and videotapes such os the 
College of Southern Idaho uses. 

If th^ is such an abundance of 
funds, why docs this same administra- 
tion continually raise fees at the Magic 
Volley Regional Medico] Center? 

Then patients ore faced with unrea- 
sonably high medical bills. This same

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Rescue raids h ig hli g h t campaign in the Philippines

The 1st Cavalry Division had just 
landed in the Philippines when 
orders came to form a flying column 
to rocc to the capital, -Manila, and 
. rescue the 3,500 American men, 
women and children held at the 
Santo Tomns prison camp. 

Monila had come under the com- 
mand of fanatical Japanese Rear 
Admiral Sanji Iwabuchi, who had 
pledged to fight to the death and 
destroy the city in the process. 

Tlie core of the column was the 2nd 


. Squadron, 8ili Cavalr^ Regiment. 
Seven hundred men were in jeeps, 
weapons carriers and trucks supported 
by Sherman tanks and with some 
attached engineers. Marine Corps 
fi^ltc^bombcrs of the 24th and 32nd 
Air Groups flew cover. The object was 
not to lake ground, but to punch a hole 
and race the 60 miles to the camp. 

In some places the highway was 
wide open, but in many places bridges 
liad been blown, Hie cavalrymen had 
to go around obstacles and through jun- 
gles and rice paddies, or ford siroams. 
The roads wero bracketed with jungle, 
making for perfect ambush country. 
And ambushes wcrvencounierodi 

These fireflghis were intense but 
usually short. Casualties were suf- 
fered on both sides, but the 
Americans had the firepower to blast 
through any imps. No enemy line of 
organized resisutnee was encountered. 

At the Santo Tomas camp, condi- 
tions were grim. PrisoncKi were 
reduced to eating roots, worms and 
frogs. Most were walking skeletons, 
if they could walk at all. Disease 
epidemic and morticians came in 
every day to check for dead bodies. 

Then, on the afternoon of Feb. 3, 
Marine fighters roared in at Ireeiop 
height over the camp, As the guards 
ducked, one ofthe pilots dropped a 
message that said: “Roll out the bar- 
rel. Santa Claus is coming!” 

The cavalry had crossed the last 
major bridge. It was dose. As the 
column approached the Novacliclics 
Bridge, the Jopanesc opened fire and 
the fuse to 400 pounds of TNT was 
ligKtcd. Navy Li. James Sutton, a 
bomb-disposal expert from 
Tennessee, ran through enemy 
machine-gun fire and cut the fu.se just 
in time. The cavalry rolled foAvard. 

At 8:30 p.m. the front gate of 
Santo Tomas prison was blown in by 
a Sherman tank. Cavalrymen rushed 
into the camp. Gunfire, hand-to-hand 
combat and grenade explosions filled 
the night air. The camp commander. 
Col. Toshio Hayashi, fled to the third 
floor of a large building, taking with 
him 60 soldiers and 267 women and 
children as hostages. The Americans 
tried to break into the building sever- 
al times during the night, but were 
unable to do so. 

All through the next day, Ll. Col. 
Charles Brady, executive officer of 
the 1st Cavalry Brigade, negotiated 
with Hayashi. Finally a deal was 
struck. Hayashi and his men would be 
allowed to leave and return to their 

Jury awards 
$5.2 million 
in implant case 

HOUSTON (AP) — Jurors 
awarded S5.2 million Wednesday to 
a woman and her hu.sband for phy.s- 
ical problems she claimed were 
caused by leaking breast implants. 

It was. the first time Dow. 
Chemical Corp. has been found 
liable in a lawsuit over the product. 

The jurors, in their 10th day of 
deliberations, decided that Dow 
Chemical was responsible for 20 per- 
cent of the damages suffered by 
retired nurse Gladys Laos and her hus- 
band; Dow Coming Corp., which is 
owned by Dow Chemical and Coming 
Inc., WHS found .80 percent liable. 

Tlic jury rejected damage claims by 
another plaintiff, Amiy Dr. Jennifer 
Ladner of El Paso. The two women 
hud sought a combined S29 million in 
damages from the companies. 

Laas, a nurse from Bellvillc, and 
Ladner claimed that tlidr faulty silicone 
imptonis caused a range of oilnwnLs, from 
simple fatigue to nerve damage.

Two weeks later, another raid was 
ordered to free the 2,000 prisoners ai 


Los Banos, 25 miles south of Manila. 
The inmates were mostly civilians, 
including many nuns and Catholic' 
priests. There were also children. 

The risk that they might be massa- 
cred was real. Drums of gasoline 
had been placed throughout the 
camp and machine guns set up out- 
side. On the first sign of approach- 
ing U.S. troops, the camp was to be 
torched and any prisoners trying to 
flee shot. What appeared to be a 
mass grave was being dug. 


The raiding force was the 1st 
Battalion, 51 Parachute Regiment 
of the I llh Airborne Division. Its plan 
depended on timing and speed. The 
battalion's reconnaissance platoon 
would inlillraie overiond to the camp 
with the aid ofFilipino guerrillas.. 

At dawn, this “killer" platoon, 
armed with grenades and tommy 
guns, would take out ihe perimeter 
guards. At the same time. B Company 
would parachute into a landing zone 
near the camp ond race for the arsenal. 


If the GIs could get to the arsenal fust, 
they could keep the off-duty garrison 
from getting to heavy weapons. 

Meanwhile; the rest of the battal- 
ion would be carried by Alligator 
amphibious vehicles llcross Laguna 
de Bay, o tricky 20-miIc voyage in 
complete darkness. Coming ashore 
two miles from the camp, the para- 
troopers would march to the aid of 
the strike force. L-Day was Feb. 23. 

The plan worked to perfection. 

The Alligators crashed through the 

V 


gates soon after the reconnaissance pla- 
toon and the parachutists had assaulted 
the guards. The Alligators ferried the 
liberated prisoners to the bci^ while 
the paratroopers fought to'ffclay a 
sueng Japanese reaction force that was . 
trying to retake the camp. 

The cvactlalion was successful, 
with both soldiers and civilians mak- 
ing it safely back across the bay to 
the American lines. The Japanese 
would have to fill the mass grave 
with their dead.

Last year, Shoshone students 
demanded the right to wear hats in 
school - and someone threatened to 
sue if the hat ban wasn’t lilted.

Hunting season forum draws few 


By William Brock

TWIN FALLS - Proposed 
changes for the 1995 hunting season 
brought little comment from local 
hunters at Tuesday evening's public 
hearing. ^ • 

About 15 people turned up for the 
Idaho Department of Fish and Game 
hearing, but only a handful spoke up. 
Those who did had more questions 
than comments. 

Simply put, there aren't many 
changes proposed for the 1995 hunt- 
ing regulations, said Craig Kvale, 
Fish and Game regional wildlife 
manager. 

The number of big game permits 
generally will slay the same or rise in 
most hunting units. 

Significant changes include 350 new 
antlerless elk permits for game man- 
agement Unit 43, in the upper 
drainage of the south fork of the 
Boise River. An increasing number 
of elk arc being fed there by Fish and 
Game every winter. An additional 50 
latc-season antlerless elk permits will 
be awarded to muzzleloaders in Unit 
43, south of Fcalhcrvillc. 

Ifihe new permits arc approved by 
the Idaho Fish and Game Comission, 
the number of antlcrlcs.s elk permits 
in Unit 43 will be doubled, said 
Bruce Palmer, regional wildlife biol- 
ogist. Bull permits for the, area 
remain unchanged at 500. 

A brand-new elk hunt has been 
proposed for Unit 49, east of Fish 
Creek Reservoir in the Pioneer 
Mountains. In on elTort to nix nib- 
bling on farmers' haystacks, game 
manogers have recommended 100 
antlerless elk permits for the area. 

However, the number of elk per- 
mits is slated to fall in Unit 44, in the 
south Soldier Mountains. In response 
to lost year’s r^uced hunter success. 
Fish and Game officials arc propos- 
ing to trim the number of antlerless 
permits by 100 - leaving a total of 
300. The number of onllc^ permits 
would be reduced by 50 - to 100 
total. . 

On the south side of the Snake 
River, the number of antlerless elk 
permits for Unit 56 is slated to rise 
from 10 to 40. The area’s elk herd 
arrived about seven years ago, and 
reached appreciable numbers five 
years ago, raid Randy Smith, region- 
al wildlife biologist 
The general elk season will run 
from Oct 15 through Nov. 8. 

An entirely new deer hunt is pro- 
posed for Unit 43-2, where 400 per- 
mits have been recommended, . 
Palmer said. The number of permits 
in Unit 44-2 is' proposed to increase 
by 200 - to a totiil of 800. . 


Deer permits in Unit 45-3 arc slat- 
ed to fall by 200 - to a total of 600, 
Palmer said. / 

No changes are proposed for mule 
deer hunts on the south side of the 
Snake River, Smith raid. The general 
deer s'eason will run from Oct. 5 
through Oct 29. 

All antelope, mountain lion, and 
black bear hunts in the Magic Valley 
region will be unchanged from last 
year. 

Several changes sought by hunters 
at informal Fish and Game meetings 
last month were not included in the 
proposed 1995 regulations. 

A "preference point system” to 
boost the odds for would-be hunters 
who fail - year after year - to draw 
permits for popular hunts was not 
recommended because it would be 
loo unwieldy and expensive, Kvale 
raid. 

. A request to allow 11 -year-olds 
who have completed hunter educa- 
tion courses to apply for controlled 
hunts that begin aAcr their I2lh 
birthday also failed to win Fish and 
Game Peking. 


A final public hearing on the pro- 
posed hunting changes will lake 
place at the Fish and Game commis- 
sion meeting March 2 in Boise. The 
commission will vote on the changes 
the following day.

Fox’s suggestions fall to win support

And now the Education Committee, typically more concerned 
about needs in education than how financing them fits into the slate’s 
overall economic picture, has turned its back on the new superinten- 
dents proposals. 

In fashioning its recommendation to the Joint Finance- 
Appropriations Committee Tuesday, the House panel declined to 
include in its proposal for Fox's department S2 million to improve 
student testing and $1 million each for enhancing reading programs 
and heightening student discipline.

•Micron's short list, pared from 13 sites 
on Monday, raises questions about 
what the company is looking for in , 
terms of educational opportunities. 

“There’s not actually an engineer-' 
ing college in any of the cities 
they've chosen," Dodson said. 

Mike Erhart, director of manage- 
ment, information systems. for_thc- 
Okluhoma Regents for Higher 
Education, said the University of 
Oklahoma offers the engineering 
disciplines Micron requires at its 
Normon campus about 30 miles 
from Oklahoma City.

Saddam leads 
effort to repel 
rebel attack 

CAIRO. Egypt (AP) — Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein has per- 
sonally taken charge of repulsing a 
fierce attack on his army by Shiite 
Muslim rebels in Iraq’s southern 
marshes, rebel sources said 
Wednesday. 

They called last weekend's bat- 
tles the fiercest since the aftermath 
of the 1991 Persian Gulf War. 

Rebel sources, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said 
Saddam went to the marsh area 
over the weekend to supervise. An 
Iraqi diplomatic source, also 
demanding anonymity, confirmed 
Saddam's role in the fighting. 

'On Monday, the official Iraqi News 
Agency acknowledged "a lorge-scole 
attqck" and accused neighbormg Iran 
of supporting it. The agency said Iraqi 
forces halted the attack Sundoy and. 
inflicted heavy losses. 

The operation could be port of a 
new strategy _by the Iran-based 
rebels to topple Saddam by iatciisi- 
fying military attacks. 

Philippines bolsters 
Spratlys garrison 

MANILA. Philippines (AP) — 
The military will increase naval 
patrols and strengthen its gomsons 
in the contested Spratly Islands 
after Chinese moves in areas 
claimed by the Philippines, officials 
said Wednesday. 

Tensions arc high in the South 
China Sea islands following on 
announcement last week by ' 
President Fidel Ramos that Chinese 
naval vc.ssels built a platform on the 
Panganibon Reef and briefly 
detained Filipino fishermen. 

China and the Philippines ore 
among six countries that claim the 
mineral-rich islands. Other 
claimants are Vietnam, Malaysia, 
Taiwan and Brunei. 

China has denied any military 
incursion and soys the platform is a 
refuge for fishermen. The 
Philippine Defense Department 
released aerial photos losl week of 
two Chinese supply ships in con- 
tested woters. 

‘Mein Kampf will be 
published in Hebrew 

JERUSALEM (AP) — A Hebrew 
translation of Adolf Hiller’s book 
"Mein Kampf’ which prescribed 
the genocide of European Jewry 
will soon be published, o newspaper 
reported Wednesday, 

The 650-poge translation of the 
book is being pritfted by the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem's 
publisher, translator Dan Yoron told 
the Maariv newspaper. 

Hitler wrote "Mein Kampf." which 
means “My.Struggle," while serving 
an 1 1 -month prison term in Bavaria 
in 1923-24 for his role in a failed 
coup attempt. It details his anti-

WASHINGTON — Of nil the items in 
’ the Republican “Contract With America.” 
the one House Speaker Newt Gingrich says 
he worries most about losing is a proposal 
to limit damages in lawsuits. 

His reason? The legendary lobbying clout 
of America’s trial lawyers. 

^^is is going to be the biggcsl-fighl-of- 

thc next 60 days." Gingrich said in a speech 
Wednesday seeking to energize executives 
of the insurance industry, a major propo* 
nent of limiting domoge awards. 

The Georgia. Republican predicted the 
lawyers would create “a real brawl." 

“They’re going to run every ad. 'they’re 
going to pull out every stop, they're going 
to use every trick, they're going to make 
'.every threat to every/ member," he told the 
American Insurance Association at a down* 
town hotel. 

But Gingrich's main foe on the issue, the 
Association of Trial Lawyers of A'mcrica, 
says it's not their lobbying but their mes* 
sage that Is persuasive. They say the real 
lobbying power is with the Republicans and 
their support from the business community.

a^ocialion has hired topflight lobbying tal- 
ent, including superlobbyists Thomas Hale 
Boggs Jr., a Democrat, and Tom Korolo- 
gos, a Republican. 

But this year, Korologos’ firm dropped 
the trial lawyers as a client after another 
client of longer standing, pharmaceutical 
maker G.D. Scnrlc, created a conflict for 
the firm by deciding to promote liability 
limits in this Congress. - - - 

In addition, the Democrats who blocked 
liability changes in past years are out of 
power on Copitol Hill, and one — former 
House Judiciary Choirmon Jack Brooks, D- 
Texas — is out of Congress, having' lost o 
re-election bid, 

Business supporters of liability limits, en- 
couraged by the GOP takeover of Congress, 
have pul together their own lobbj'ing ma- 
chine that includes grassroots mobilization, 
advertising, top-drawer lobbying firms and 
plenty of money. 

The American Tort' Reform Association 
is running radio ads in Washington citing o 
$2.9 million jury award to a woman burned 
by a cup of McDonald’s coffee, and colling 
on listeners to press for legislation to end 
such suits. 


A judge later reduced the award to 
$640,000, and the case ultimately was set- 
tied for on undisclosed omount — a foci 
riot mentioned in (he ad. 

The coalition's chief financial backers 
include McDonald's, os welj as Aetna, 
Travelers, State Farm and CIGNA insur- 
ance: manufacturers Chrysler, General 
Electric and Litton Industries; drug makers 
Merck.- Pfizer and American Home Prod- 
ucts; and retailer Sears, Roebuck. 

Longtime supporters of changes in liobil- 
ity rules also have reinvigorated their ef- 
forts. The National Association of Manu- 
facturers. the U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
and the National Federation oflndcpendent 
Business all arc helping push for the 
changes. 

‘ "Wc htivc to make sure (the trial 
lawyers) are matched by the 1,200 mem- 
bers per (congressional) district that we 
have," said Jack Paris, president of the 
NFIB.

West ruffed the 
third diamond and cashed bis 
club king, sending the game one 
down. ' 

Had the diamond finesse 
worked wth West having three or 
more diamonds. South would 
have scored an overtrick. With the 
queen offside, be still makes lo 
tricks wherr West holds at least 
three diamonds. How does he en- 
sure 10 in today’dlayout? ^ 

Instead of finessing in dia- 
monds, he should cash the top di- 
amonds and lead a thifd round. 
East wins and knocks out the dub 
ace, but South is safe. He discards 


a club on dummy’s fourth dia- 
mond and the defenders get only 
a trump, a heart and a diamond.

Boy Scouts learn 
the tricks to staying 
alive in the mountains

HANSEN - Some folks can go their 
entire liv.es without sleeping in o snow 
cave, but Tyler Dayley and his pals aren't' 
among them. 

The Kimberly-orea Boy Scout, and 
about 85 others from around the Magic 
Valley, recently, spent a day - and o night 
- outdoors in the South Hills. They dug 
soow coves, built igloos, learned about' 
fint-aid,' avalanche rescue technique, and 
how to haul injured friends on makeshift 
sleds. 

In aAdeeper sense, they learned how to 
think ,i^(h(|fbaQiv«e?and how to work as ' 
a team. ' 

“If something really happened to us out 
in the wilderness, 1 think we could handle 
it," Daylcy said at the end of the Varsity 
Winter Challenge. 

Daley was pretty cheerful for a guy 
who'd spent the night in a snow cave at 
the Diamondfleld Jack porking area. He - 
and four friends dug the cave into a 
snowbank and passed the night in 40-de- 
gree comfort. A fierce storm howled all 
night, but they never heard it. 

In the morning, the boys were surprised 
to find four inches of fresh snow on the 
ground. The new snow was perfectly 
timed, and they used it to good advan- 
tage. . 

Deep snow is what the Winter Chal- 
lenge is all about. The scouts played in it, 
and they learned in it. 

One group probed a nearby clearing 
with slender avalanche poles, hunting for 
a pair of buried mannequins. A few yards 
away^.^ther group splinfed_the_leg_of_ 
on “injured" friend and fashioned a crude 
sled from a pair of skis, a plastic toip and 
bailing twine. 

Simply put, the Winter Challenge is a 
field worieshop for survival skills; a class- 
room session was held in early Decem- 
ber. The annual program is aimed at 14- 
ond 15-yeor-old scouts from as far away

PORTLAND, Ore. : Donny Morris of 
Canby is Oregon’s official “Jamhiin' 
Salmon,” and that unusual nickname has 
helped him carve out his niche in the tough 
world of professional ftshing guides. 

Morris is one of the few block professional 
fishing guides in the Northwest, but it was a 
legal bi^e, not a social one (which he still 
chuckles about)- that helped him cross into 
fame on northwest Oregon waterways. 

Morris* red Jet sled, carrying the “Jammin* 
Salmon" nicki^e, will be a familiar sight on 
Portiandrarea waters in the next several 
months as the Just-started winter steelhea'd 
fishing season gives wiqr to spring Chinook by 
March. 

How did 'Morris get from recreadonal fish- 
erman to well-recognized guide? Deterq^- 
tion, perseveratKe and a gowUawyer. 

Morris and a partner were fishing for spring 
Chinook salmon several years ago on the 
Willamette River opposite the Milwaulde boat 
ramp. The pair caught their limits on a day 
that was slow for everyone else. Even a pass- 
ing tugboat stopi^ to watch them net a fish.

Survey shows bird numbers up statewide 

BOISE - A midwinter waterfowl survey reveals that bird numbers 
arc up siaicwidc, according to waterfowl managers with Idaho 
Dcpiinmeni of Fish and Came. 

Ducks totaled 239,099, up 5 percent from 1994. Geese totaled 
43,856, up 23 percent from lost year. Swan numbers were up 9 per- 
cent to 1,635. 

The winter numbers reflect the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service's 
flight forecast from last August, which predicted an increase in ducks 
due to good water, nesting and production. 

The purpose of the survey is to determine the distribution and rela- 
tive numbers of waterfowl wintering oh the continent. It is conducted 
nationwide during the first or second week of January, generally after 
the close ofhuniing season. 

'This year's survey was conducted during the week of Jan. 3-6. The 
count included almost all wintering grounds - approximately 93 per- 
cent of Idaho waterfowl habitat.

Study: Voracious trout infest Yellowstone Lake 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL 
PARK. Wyo. (AP) — A prctimini^ 
assessment by U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service biologists suggests there may 
be tens of thousands of voracious lake 
trout in Yellowstone Lake, and they 
probably have been breeding there for 
at least five years. 

The lake trout, planted illegally, 
are seen as a potential threat for 
native Yellowstone cutthroat trout, 
which have become increasingly 
rare in recent years as their habitat 
outside the park has been destroyed 
and competition with other flsh 
increases. 

The assessment says lake trout 
could have a major influence on the 
Yellowstone Lake ecosystem. They 
will compete with cutthroat for food 


and will cot cutthroat, the report says. 

The lake is “the core of the remain- 
ing undisturbed, natural habitat for the 
native Yellowstone cutthroat," he 
added. 

Oply a handful of lokc trout have 
been' token from the 84,0(X)-acrc lake 
since an ongier turned one in lost July, 
but biologists say that's misleading. 

Biologists spent several weeks 
spreading gill nets in the lake lost fall. 
They caught 1.368 cutthroat, 630 
longnose suckers and two lake trout. 

However, to estimate possible lake 
trout populations, they used calcula- 
tions bo^ on a catch ratio of approx- 
imately one lake trout for every 1,000 
cutthroat. 

With a known cutthroat population 
of at least 12 million fish, the formula 


“suggests that lake trout number in the 
thousands, perhaps tens of thousands" 
in the lake. . 

Also, the lake trout token are of dif- 
ferent sizes and ages, which suggests 
they have been spawning since at least 
1989, the report says. 

Nobody knows when the lake trout 
were introduced to the lake or when 
they began breeding but they arc 
capable of rapid population increase, 
the report says, 

If cutthroat populations drop ofT 
significantly, it could have npple 
effects in other species. Grizzly 
bears, eagles, pelicans and otters 
all rely on cutthroat for food. 
Because lake trout favor deep 
water, they would be largely 
unavailable to those animals.

The scout made more a few more 
Jabs, then announced he’d found 
something. Using a tattered plastic 
shovel and u ski, the group began to 
dig. 

They uncovered u tree stunip< 
Undountttd, they immediately 
resumed probing. Moments later, 
they encountered one of the buried 
mannequins. ' 

Pettygrove, who was once buried' 
by an avalanche, signaled his 
approval. 

“If you go into the backcoumry, 
you're going to face .sorne hazards," 
he-said, “and your best chance for 
survival is with the people in your 
own party." 

Even snow sliding from a cabin 
roof can bury - and kill - the 
unwary, he said. 

In addition to handling specific 
emergencies, the scouts were taught 
some general principles for back- 
country crisis management. Miller 
said the best advice can be summed 
up in one word: STOP. 

“Stop. Yhink. Observe and Plan," 
Miller said. "Take note of your 
resources, then plan how to use 
them." 

Some teenagers Icam how to han- 
dle themselves in the backcountry, 
but many never do. 

“Too many boys at this age get a 
car, then discover girls - and never 
do anything in the hills againi” 
Metis said, noting that wilderness 
survival skills learned as a kid can 
pay dividends years later. 

“These arc lifetime skills,’’ Miller 
^added. “You never know when 
you’ll slide off the road and get 
stuck with your family. That’s when . 
it pays to know these things,"

"It’s encouraging bceause we 
haven't detected the porasitc, but 
we want to be very clear with the 
public that this doesn’t mean the 
river Is clear of whirling disease." 
he said. 

"We can't conclude, at this time, 
that whirling disease is absent from 
the drainage.”

6 condors moved for release into the wfld 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Six 
endangered California condors were 
mo^d to holding pens in a remote 
forest canyon Wednesday to prepare 
them for their release into the wild. 

The large birds — fgur females | 
and two males — were transported I 
from the Los Angeles Zoo to a site ' 
in Los Padres National Forest in 
Santa Barbara County. They are to ; 
be released Feb. 8, and three con- 
dors now living in Ae wild are to be 
returned to captivi^. 

The six birds will bring to 19 the 
number released through the 
California Condor Recovery 
Program since 1992, ollhough only 
three are in the wild now. 

Four died after hitting power lines 
and one died after ingesting 
antifreeze. Five were returned to 
captivity after straying too close to 
power lines. "" ‘ 

The other three will be returned to 
captivity so they don’t lead the riew 
birds to hazardous areas, ofTicials 
said. 

.The six condors moved 
.Wednesday woe trained at the zoo 
to ovoid power lines and be wary of 
people, said Mike Wallace, leader of 
the condor rccovcry.tcam., 

“The conditioning program has 
had goold results so far in the zoo,” 
he said. “The big question is 
whether -the birds will adequately 
transfer these behaviors to the 
field."
